The railroads lines are still bad­ 
ly blocked as the result of the snow'- 
8lides. Another relief train left Ev­ 
erett this morning but there is lit­ 
tle hope that it will reach the scene 
before tomorrow, if then. 
Officials of the Great Northern 
are trying to confirm the rumor that 
a second avalanche buried a party 
of rescuers. 
I.! tile Hope of Rescue 
While there Is a 
possibility that 
som e'of the missing may be rescued 
alive, railroad officials hold out lit­ 
tle hope for them. 
Debris and snow 
are piled 200 
feet deep in places over the trains 
and the work of recovering the bo­ 
dies is proceeding slowly. 
The F irst Rescue Trip 
Vaughan Ellis, one 
of the first 
rescuers sent out from Wellington 
to the assistance of the victims, said 
tdav: 
“ The first the people in W elling­ 
ton knew of the wreck was when 
Alfred Hensel, a mail 
clerk, clad 
only in his pajamas, came strug­ 
gling up the canyon and sounded the 
alarm.

A Remarkable Experience 
“ Big Jerry.” a mountain athlete, 
who was seen to be swallowed up 
and swept away by the avalanche, 
but who was carried by his compan­ 
ions down the mountain toward the 
hotel and taken by them for a ghost 
a half hour later when they strug­ 
gled up to the place, relates a thril­ 
ling story of how he was buried 
in the flood and cast up, like Jonah 
the whale, near the door of his ho­ 
tel a half mile away. W ith a roar 
the snow flood struck him, and of 
what happened after that he says:

The fund collected by Chief of Po­ 
lice John Webber has been increas­ 
ed to $38.00, three prominent citi­ 
zens having added their contributions 
to the total.

must collect 5 per cent penalty on de­ 
linquent w ater accounts and all un­ 
paid by November must be placed 
upon the tax roll against the proper­ 
ty and collected by the treasurer with 
ten per cent penalty.” 
This is the statem ent made thin 
morning by James T. Day, president 
of the board of public works, who 
cites the city 
charter, 
subsequent 
resolutions and. several decisions of 
the state rate commission in support 
of his contention. 
Mr. Day showed sections of tho 
city charter providing 
th at 
delin­ 
quent w ater rents become a lien 
against the property, and that IO per 
cent penalty shall be collected when 
accounts are placed on the tax roll, 
also that five per cent shall be col­ 
lected as penalty ’ when w ater ac­ 
counts are not paid by the 25th of 
January and July, when they are 
due. This latter section provides th at 
if the accounts are not then paid, 
with penalty within five days, the 
w ater shall be shut off 
“ Treasurer Young has repeatedly 
refused to collect this 5 per cent 
penalty,” said Mr. Day this d o m ­ 
ing. “and as a result my annual re­ 
port will show that this has cost the 
city $800 we should have received 
in Interest on delinquent accounts. 
It isn’t a m atter of choice with the 
treasurer,” continued Mr. Day, “ but 
he is compelled by law to collect this 
five per cent penalty when delinquent 
water accounts are paid. Then if ac­ 
counts still rem ain outstanding in: 
November, he is to furnish the comp­ 
troller with a copy of them and th e 
property against which they appear, 
and they will be placed against the 
property in the tax roll to be col­ 
lected with a ten per ceht penalty in 
the spring.* 
“The law is specific on this m at­ 
ter.” said Mr. Day, “and no state law 
enters into it. Our charter was grant­ 
ed by the state, and its provisions are 
supported by t he state. 
“ T have not gone before the city 
council with any ordinance provid­ 
ing for the collection of these w ater 
rentals through the tax rolls, as this 
would be unnecessary To simplify 
m atters a resolution was passed by 
the council in November, 1908, di­ 
recting these delinquent accounts be 
put on the tax rolls, but I was then 
in the council and was not on th e 
board of public works."

CONSTITUTION OF 
LYCEUM LEAGUE 


Articles of Parent Society 
of High School Are 
Drawn Up for 
Adoption 


The constitution for the new Ly­ 
ceum league of the high school has 
been drawn up, but it has not as yet 
been ratified bv the entire society. 
it is likely, however, that it will be 
accepted, even though a few changes 
may be made in it. 
The committee, which was appoint­ 
ed to take charge of the framing of 
a constitution, was composed of one 
member of the faculty, who was Prof. 
F. C. Hodgson, and one representa­ 
tive from each of the literary socie­ 
ties in. school. 
The purpose of this league is to 
take charge of all declamatory and 
oratorical contests held in the school, 
as well as to look after the financial 
part of contests in public speaking 
with outside-schools. Heretofore, the 
Lincoln-Pouglas has represented the 
school in the contests of this kind 
and has financed them, often at a loss 
to themselves. Now, this league will 
See to the money part, as well as hav­ 
ing its members in the contests. Ev­ 
erybody w ho expects to get state hon­ 
ors in any of those lines will have to 
belong to the league, as if they don’t, 
they will be ineligible for champion­ 
ships in oratorical 
and 
debating 
work. 
It is thought that this new ar­ 
rangement will be a great improve­ 
ment on_the old one, as it represents 
the school as a whole and also has a 
treasury to stand the losses, if any, 
as each member will be required to 
pay dues, the amount of whch wil 
be deeded upon latr. It is thought 
that this league wll stimulate interest 
in public speaking, as well as made 
it a paying propositon. 
The commercial room at the high 
school has been improved, to the ex­ 
tent that it now' has the appearance 
of a regular business office. Prof. 
R. H. Butler, the head of the depart­ 
ment, 
has 
had 
desks 
with 
wire 
screens around them, similar to those 
used In banks, put in. as he thought 
that it w'ould make the student feel 
that he was in a regular business of­ 
fice. The student has to stand up in 
order to work behind these desks, 
the same as they have to do in busi­ 
ness.
